“You never know when some¬ 
body’s gonna need that,” he 
said. 

And he should know. 

Taylor County Sheriff’s Depart¬ 
ment hosted its first blood drive 
last year. On the day of the drive, 
there was a fatal crash in Taylor 
County. 

Deputy Billy Rice said the 
crash shows residents just how 
important it is to donate blood so 
those in need can receive it when 
they need it. 

The American Red Cross blood 
supply has reached extremely 
low levels, and Taylor County 
residents have a chance to help. 

The blood supply has reached 
an emergency level with 50,000 
fewer donations than expected 
in June, according to a news 


release. The shortfall in donors 
leaves the Red Cross with half 
the available blood products 
than at this time last year. 

Residents have several upcom¬ 
ing opportunities to donate, with 
the first being on Saturday at a 
drive sponsored by Red Cross 
and Taylor County Sheriff’s 
Department officials. 

Rice said the goal for Satur¬ 
day’s blood drive, set for 1 to 6 
p.m. at Kroger on East Broad¬ 
way, is that 50 people will 
donate. 

Last year, 50 people attended 
and 36 were able to donate. Rice 
said he was told that if 25 people 
donate, the drive is considered 
successful. He said he is hoping 
many more attend and donate.

Despite the injury, Burdette con¬ 
tinued her role and says she holds no 
ill will toward Yoder.

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Man sentenced to prison time for sharing child pom 


Will also be required to 
register as a sex offender

A Campbellsville man has pleaded 
guilty to sharing child pornography 
and will spend time in prison and 
register as a sex offender for his 
crimes. 

Rocky C. Kelly, 24, of 299 Camp¬ 
ground Road in Campbellsville, was 
indicted in October 2010 and charged 
with unlawful use of an electronic 
system to induce a minor to engage 
in sexual or other prohibited activi¬ 
ties, possession of matter portraying 
a sexual performance by a minor 
and distribution of matter portraying 
a sexual performance by a minor. 

Kelly appeared before Taylor Cir¬ 
cuit Court Judge Allan Bertram on 
Aug. 26, 2011, and pleaded guilty to 
the charges. He was sentenced this 
past May 22. 

Records from his appearances 
weren’t filed at the Taylor Circuit 


Clerk’s office until June 27. Kelly 
was sentenced to serve four years in 
prison, with credit given for time he 
has already served, and five years’ 
conditional discharge after his 
release. 

He was also ordered to register as a 
sex offender for 20 years and pay 
$250 in restitution. 

According to the indictment, Kelly 
is accused of committing the crimes 
between Feb. 8 and Aug. 9, 2010. 

According to a Taylor County Sher¬ 
iff’s Office report, deputies arrested 
Kelly as they were continuing their 
investigation into Internet crimes 
against children. 

As part of the investigation, the 
report states, Kelly was arrested 
after deputies found that he had 
allegedly, between Aug. 3 and Aug. 9, 
shared 96 pornographic images and 
videos of children through the use of 
peer-to-peer software. 

The sheriff’s office was able to 
identify the IP address Kelly was 
allegedly using to download and 
transmit the images and videos, 


which resulted in a 
search of his home 
and computer. 

Court records state 
that Kelly admitted 
to downloading pho¬ 
tos of children and 
sharing the pornog¬ 
raphy. 

Kelly’s guilty plea 
to the charges violat¬ 
ed the terms of and voided a proba¬ 
tion sentence he received after 
pleading guilty in 2008 on 10 counts 
of first-degree sexual misconduct. In 
that case, Bertram sentenced Kelly 
to serve a year in prison at the same 
time as his four-year sentence in the 
other case. 

If convicted by a jury in the 2010 
case, Kelly could have been sen¬ 
tenced to as much as 15 years in 
prison. 

Taylor County Sheriff’s Detective 
Brian Pickard investigated. 

Assistant Commonwealth’s Attor¬ 
ney Shelly Miller prosecuted the 
case.

A Maryland man, a registered sex 
offender, will spend five years in 
prison for sexually abusing a 4-year- 
old girl in Taylor County. 

Charles Bernard Miller, 60, of 10349 
Owen Brown Road, was indicted by 
a Taylor County grand jury in 
December 2011. 

Miller was charged with first- 
degree sexual abuse of a victim 
younger than 12 and being a second- 
degree persistent felony offender. 

According to the indictment, Miller 
allegedly had sexual contact with the 
girl, who was incapable of consent¬ 
ing because of her age, on Nov. 23, 
2011. 


Miller appeared before Taylor Cir¬ 
cuit Court Judge Allan Bertram on 
May 4 and pleaded guilty to first- 
degree sexual abuse. 

On June 19, Miller was sentenced 
to serve five years in prison, to be 
completed after any other sentence 
he might be serving, and to serve 
five years’ conditional discharge 
after his release. He was given cred¬ 
it for time he has already served. 

He was also ordered to register as a 
sex offender in Kentucky for 20 
years. 

Records from Miller’s appearances 
before Bertram weren’t filed until 
June 27 at the Taylor Circuit Court 
office. 

Taylor County Sheriff’s Deputy 
Dickie Benningfield investigated. 

According to court records, Miller 
was in Taylor County visiting family 
in the area when the crime allegedly 
occurred. Miller’s arrest citation 
states that the girl’s mother told offi¬ 


cers that she saw him 
place his hand down 
the front of her 
daughter’s pants. She 
told officers that her 
daughter said Miller 
touched her.

A Campbellsville man will serve 15 
years in jail after pleading guilty to 
an amended count of second-degree 
assault in LaRue Circuit Court. 

Jimmy Dean Underwood, 47, of 
Coakley Road, was charged Jan. 29 
with first-degree assault, first-degree 
wanton endangerment, driving on a 
license suspended for DUI, DUI, his 
second offense, reckless driving and 
possession of an open container in 
vehicle. 


According to court records, Under¬ 
wood, who was driving a 1998 Mer¬ 
cury on the wrong side of Gleanings 
Road, struck Robert Russell Ray, 60, 
of Bardstown, who was driving a 
2003 Kawasaki motorcycle. 

Ray suffered severe arm and leg 
injuries and was flown by medical 
hospital to University Hospital in 
Louisville. 

LaRue County Deputy Eric Wil¬ 
liamson said Ray was resuscitated 
on the way to the hospital. 

Underwood, according to William¬ 
son, failed a field sobriety test and 
had a .2 blood alcohol level, higher 
than the legal limit of .08. 

Assistant Commonwealth’s Attor¬ 
ney Whitney Meredith said Under¬ 


wood accepted a plea 
agreement Friday, 
June 19, at a pre-trial 
conference. He 
waived a pre-sen- 
tencing investigation 
and hearing, accord¬ 
ing to Meredith, and 
was sentenced to 
serve 15 years 
prison.

Use caution 
with fireworks 
during drought 

W eeks without a good rain and days of 100- 
plus degree temperatures have left Taylor 
County and many others in Kentucky 

parched. 

Still, as of the writing of this editorial on Monday, 
Taylor County is not under a burn ban and the coun¬ 
ty’s annual fireworks display is still scheduled to go 
on as usual. Many residents will also take the oppor¬ 
tunity to enjoy their own fireworks displays at 
home. 

While it’s legal to use a wide array of fireworks, 
even in these dry conditions, that doesn’t mean it’s a 
good idea. It’s a risk vs. reward situation. 

For most, the reward is continuing a tradition dur¬ 
ing gatherings of family and friends or feeding an 
inner pyrotechnician. This year, the risks are 
extremely high, even if fireworks are used safely. 
The fields are withering and the grass is crunching 
underfoot. It won’t take much to strike a fire. 

Although people can do their own shows at home, 
the safest bet will be to leave it to the professionals 
and check out the public fireworks show instead of 
risking your or your neighbors’ property. Taylor 
County’s annual show is scheduled to start at dark 
Wednesday evening. 

If you must continue with your own fireworks dis¬ 
play, remember to be careful and follow some com¬ 
mon sense and the laws that do apply. 

Remember that state law prohibits the use of fire¬ 
works within 200 feet of any structure and requires 
a user to be at least 18 years old. The National Coun¬ 
cil on Fireworks Safety also recommends the follow¬ 
ing tips. 

• Always have water ready. 

• Know your fireworks. Read the caution label 
before igniting. 

• Alcohol and fireworks do not mix. 

• Wear safety glasses whenever using fireworks. 

• Never relight a dud firework. Wait 20 minutes 
and then soak it in a bucket of water. 

• Soak spent fireworks with water before placing 
them in an outdoor garbage can. 

• Always remain standing while using sparklers 
and never hold a child in your arms while using 
sparklers. 

• Never hold or light more than one sparkler at a 
time and never throw or wave sparklers. 

• Drop spent sparklers in a bucket of water. 

Also, while waiting for the hot sun to set and the 
fireworks to sail, take care of yourself. Take it easy 
and stay hydrated and encourage others to so, too. 

Dry mouth, fatigue, headache, little or no urine or 
extreme thirst are signs of dehydration. Pay atten¬ 
tion to them, and have a safe and happy Fourth of 
July.

Year three 
may tell true 
story on Ky. 
Speedway 

J ust like major-college 

recruiting in basketball, foot¬ 
ball and baseball, the best 
tool is word of mouth. 

The same can be said about 
Kentucky Speedway in Sparta 
after year two on the NASCAR 
Sprint Cup scene. 

Three local examples prove the 
Gallatin County facility is getting 
closer to having a set-up like the 
much more experienced and lon¬ 
ger-used “brothers”. 

•“Traffic flow was good,” 
acknowledged Campbellsville’s 
Scott Hiles, who works for Broad¬ 
cast Sports Inc. and was busy at 
Saturday’s race. 

“They just didn’t get the 110,000 
they wanted, probably only about 
70,000. 

“But, Sparta will make it. They 
survived the first-year fiasco with 
the traffic problems, the second 
year went well and the third year 
people will come back. 

“It’s a great facility with good 
sight views. It’s accessible and 
fans get close to feel the NASCAR 
experience. 

•Jeff Wright saw his first 
NASCAR race at the old Nash¬ 
ville (Tenn.) track and has seen 
Sprint Cup races in Charlotte, 
Atlanta and Bristol. He had been 
at the Sparta track before Satur¬ 
day, but it was his first Sprint 
Cup race at Kentucky. 

“No traffic problems whatsoev¬ 
er," Wright offered on Monday. 

He said his traveling party con¬ 
sisting of son Cory, brother-in-law 
Barry Wheatley and nephews 
Caden and Blase went through 
Frankfort and it took them less 
than 10 minutes to get in. 

Wright also said he thought the 
Kentucky Speedway stacked up 
well with the other tracks he had 
been at and it was similar to 
Charlotte and Atlanta. 

•Darrin Price thinks the Ken¬ 
tucky Speedway can do some 
light fixing, such as preparing the 
banking similar to Las Vegas, to 
make it one of the better ones on 
the circuit. 

However, Price said the big 
thing that made 2012 better than 
2011 for his family was the pre¬ 
paredness of the workers in Spar¬ 
ta. 

“Last year, we had two or three 
employees in our parking lot, this 
year there were seven or eight,” 
Price acknowledged. 

“They were a lot more orga¬ 
nized and seemed to know what 
they were doing better. 

“And, last year there seemed to 
be about 20,000 there just for the 
party. This year is seemed like 
most people came for the race. 

“I think there should be 75,000 
in most years for the Cup race. 

“A lot of people (outside the 
Commonwealth) just don’t realize 
how popular racing is in Ken¬ 
tucky. 

And, year three will further 
prove that Kentucky Speedway 
and the NASCAR Sprint Cup race 
is here to stay.

Lights, cameras, NASCAR! 


Hiles says some kind of racing 
has always been in his blood.

Imagine watching approximately 33 week¬ 
ends of NASCAR Sprint Cup, Nationwide 
and Camping World Trucks Series without 
ever having to buy a ticket. Scott Hiles can 
and does do that. 

However, Hiles, 51, who is a 1979 Camp- 
bellsville High School graduate and has 
lived in Campbellsville since he was 11, gets 
most of his work finished a couple of days 
before the spectators arrive. 

“If I knew this 30 years ago, I’d have been 
doing it in a heartbeat,” Hiles said recently 
while traveling from Sparta and the Ken¬ 
tucky Speedway to Daytona for this week’s 
Coke 400. 

Hiles is in his sixth year doing “this” as he 
started in 2007 with Broadcast Sports Inc., 
the company which installs in-car cameras 
on the NASCAR circuit. 

Hiles started out in NASCAR at the Rich¬ 


ard Petty Driving Experience and eventu¬ 
ally sold his business — Scoot’s Car Cus¬ 
tomizing Center — to go to work for BSI. 

BSI not only provides camera set-ups and 
wireless microphones for NASCAR, but also 
works with Super Bowl, the X Games, etc. 
and will be heavily involved with the upcom¬ 
ing Olympics.

“We’re centrally located in the infield,” 
Hiles said of each set-up, which includes 
eight Cup cars and eight Nationwide. Each 
car has three cameras — a roof camera, a 
driver shot and a bumper camera. And, BSI 
also does the truck series and ARCA. 

In some instances, a fourth camera is 
placed as a “trick shot” such as for a foot 
shot at a road course or a brake shot on a 
short track. 

Nationwide cars are normally installed the 
first time the garage area opens by NASCAR, 
while the Sprint Cup cars are installed nor¬ 
mally after qualifying each weekend, if the 
race is not an impound race at Richmond or 
Talladega. 

Depending on the time frame given to BSI, 
a car can be installed within 45-55 minutes 
without interruption. 

Hiles admits to being involved around rac¬ 
ing much of his adult life, and he drove dirt 
tracks in the early 1980s and was also 
involved in selling and promoting racing 
T-shirts. 

He actually still owns two NASCAR vehi-

Although at least three cameras, 
sometimes four, are put in each 
of eight NASCAR and eight 
Nationwide cars, only one signal 
is being sent from the race car at 
a time.

Brad Keselowski captured his third NASCAR 
Sprint Cup race of the season on Saturday at 
Kentucky Speedway. 

B rad Keselowski had just enough fuel and 

raced to a series-leading third victory of the 
year, in a back up car. He grabbed the lead 
with 55 laps remaining and finished nearly five sec¬ 
onds ahead of Kasey Kahne. 

He was driving his backup car after slamming the 
right side of his top car into the wall after a collision 
with Juan Pablo Montoya during practice earlier on 
Friday. 

"It wasn’t the newest car we got, but it runs,” Kes¬ 
elowski said. 

"I tell you what, they put together a back-up car 
from last year in 100-degree heat in an hour’s time 
— not even an hour. It was like 40 minutes. I wish 
I had a stopwatch for that. Got it on the racetrack 
and got to run our laps for practice to make the 
adjustments we needed to be fast today And that’s 
what bada-es do, and that’s what got us to victory 
lane today, and I’m proud of these guys for it. I’m 
proud of them. Da-n proud of them. I think that 
sums it up.” 

Kasey Kahne moved into the second spot with 20 
laps remaining in the 267-lap race, but was never a 
threat to Keselowski. 

“I just hoped he’d run out of gas,” Kahne said, 
grinning. "No way I was catching him. We had 
stopped (for a fill-up) and I was hoping he’d shut 
down.” 

Denny Hamlin appeared to have the fastest car, 
but in order to finish, he had to conserve fuel. 

"We had a good run, but lost the lead with 70 to 
go,” he said. "It seemed we had to go into fuel save 
mode and our car started going back towards the 
end. But we knew we had to save fuel the entire last 
run. There was nothing I could do. As much as I 
wanted to keep the 2 (Keselowski) honest and run 
him hard, I had to run a certain pace, and that’s all I 
was allowed to do if we were going to make it to the 
end. 

"You try to spend all day working on your car, and 
you can’t run it to its full potential. So that part of it 
is a little frustrating.” 

Dale Earnhardt Jr., Jeff Gordon, Jimmie Johnson, 
Matt Kenseth, Martin Truex, A.J. Allmendinger, and 
Kyle Busch rounded out the top 10. 

Dillon wins, takes Nationwide lead 

Richard Childress’ grandson, Austin Dillon put a 
whooping on the other 42 drivers, as he led 192 of 
the 200 laps in the Kentucky Nationwide race, and 
won by 9.828-seconds over Kurt Busch. 

It was Dillon’s first Nationwide win in his 22nd 
start. 

The car he drove was a black No. 3, reminiscent of 
the car Dale Earnhardt Sr. drove for Childress until 
his death in the 2001 Daytona 500. 

"Austin Dillon was in his own zip code,” Busch 
said. "Congratulations to him, Richard, and all the 
other guys on their team. It’s neat to see that kid 
develop. I thought we could battle with him. 

"I thought he would be quicker than us for about 
20 laps, and we could reel him in. It didn’t work that 
way He had his car dialed in. There was nothing we 
could do.” 

Kevin Harvick, Michael Annett, Justin Allgaier, 
Sam Hornish, Brad Keselowski, Ricky Stenhouse, 
Elliott Sadler, and James Buescher rounded out the 
top-10.

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Sticky stuff 
on your car’s 
probably not sap 


inding sticky stuff on 
your car when 
parked under a tree, 
you probably either said 
or heard someone say, sap 
fell on my car. Been there, 
done that. 

But what you actually 
are finding on your vehi¬ 
cle is, well, what’s the best 
way to say it — insect or 
bug "poop”. Yeah, gross. 

This year, it is particular¬ 
ly noticeable under the 
state tree, the poplar. I 
recently wrote a column 
about it, but now have 
some follow-up informa¬ 
tion. 

According to Garden 
Guides.com, the tulip tree 
scale (insect) sucks the 
tree’s sap and is especially 
harmful to saplings. Even 
in mature trees, the scales 
are a nuisance. They 
secrete a sticky, sugary 
substance that attracts 
ants and wasps, which can 
exacerbate the scale dam¬ 
age with the harm they 
themselves do. Additional¬ 
ly, this sugary mix gener¬ 
ally leads to mold growth 
that can damage the tulip 
tree’s leaves and twigs. 

Bill Galloghy, a forest 
property manager, says 
the problem is nothing 
new, it’s just worse than he 
and most other foresters 
can remember. And he 
adds, it also is impacting 
oak and some other trees, 
but is most noticeable on 
the yellow poplars. 

He said the problem 
ranges throughout the 
state from north of Lafay¬ 
ette, Ind. to the Ohio River 
and on down into Ken¬ 
tucky. It may even extend¬ 
ed beyond those boundar¬ 
ies. 

According to Galloghy, 
the problem began to 
worsen last summer and 


fall, and the mild winter 
added to the problem and 
weakened trees. In addi¬ 
tion, during the warm 
weather the trees devel¬ 
oped leaves early and then 
were hurt by a hard 
freeze. 

He said the scale usually 
doesn’t kill the trees, but 
fears that several years of 
drought and the severity 
of the current scale out¬ 
break, trees will be lost 
this year or next. In the 
forest there just are too 
many trees to try to save 
them. "You’ll probably see 
a lot of poplar trees har¬ 
vested for lumber and 
firewood,” he added. 

However, Galloghy said 
individual home owners 
may help their trees by 
spraying the trunk of tree 
and the ground above the 
roots with a systemic 
insect control chemical. 

He said it should be a sys¬ 
temic for woody vegeta¬ 
tion, and recommended 
people obtain product rec¬ 
ommendations from pro¬ 
fessionals at garden cen¬ 
ters and places such as 
Farm Bureau Co-ops. 

He said the systemic 
spray needs to work into 
the root system, but 
acknowledged currently 
that is difficult without 
water. However, it is done, 
it is a slow process and 
change in the tree will not 
be seen quickly. 

It also has been recom¬ 
mended people use a dor¬ 
mant oil spray on the base 
of the trees in early 
spring. 

People often park under 
a tree and comment that 
sap had dropped on their 
car and windshield. It’s 
not sap. In non-technical 
terms, it’s bug poop.

Despite these issues, the 
cast members say they 
have enjoyed their time 
and involvement in the 
theater.

Blood l Shortage a concern for Red Cross 


and various personnel will 
be on hand. 

Ben Corey, program 
manager for communica¬ 
tions at the Red Cross, says 
an emergency appeal for 
blood donors was issued on 
June 25. 

“This is because, in June, 
donations were down more 
than 10 percent across the 
country, with 50,000 fewer 
pints of blood in the nation¬ 
al inventory than we had 
expected,” he said. 

According to a news 
release, all blood types are 
needed but those whose 
types are O positive, O 
negative, B negative and A 
negative are especially 
needed to meet patient 
demand this summer. 

“Every two seconds, 
someone in the United 
States needs a blood trans¬ 
fusion,” the release states. 

Corey said unseasonably 
warm weather could be 
impacting donations, as 
well as people getting an 
early start on summer 
plans that don’t involve 
donating. 

“Also, blood donors at 
high school and college 
blood drives account for as 
much as 20 percent of

donations during the aca¬ 
demic year. When school 
is out for the summer, 
donations among those 
students drop dramatical- 
ly.” 

Though the Red Cross is 
suffering a blood shortage, 
a Taylor Regional Hospital 
official says the hospital 
isn’t. 

Wallace Feese, director 
of TRH’s laboratory, said 
the hospital hasn’t seen 
any shortage of blood and 
blood products this sum¬ 
mer. No surgeries have 
been postponed or can¬ 
celed, he said. 

Feese said TRH might 
not have been impacted by 
the shortage because it 
keeps more blood on hand 
than other hospitals 
because of Taylor County’s 
distance from larger hos¬ 
pitals in Lexington and 
Louisville. 

TRH keeps from 75 to 80 
units of blood on hand, 
Feese said, which is a com¬ 
fortable supply. He said 
the hospital gets its blood 
from the Red Cross in 
Louisville. 

Feese said TRH uses 
quite a bit of blood and 
platelets, especially for 


oncology center patients. 
Inventory of the products 
is taken weekly and the 
products are checked 
daily. 

In addition to its appeal 
for more donors, the Red 
Cross is in the midst of its 
annual summer campaign 
for blood donors. Those 
who donate through Sept. 
5 will have a chance to 
win prizes. 

Corey said he believes 
there are many reasons a 
person should donate. The 
first, he said, is the chance 
to save three lives with 
one blood donation. 

“Blood and platelets can 
be used for trauma vic¬ 
tims, heart surgery 
patients, organ transplant 
patients, premature 
babies, childbirth compli¬ 
cations and for patients 
receiving treatment for 
leukemia, cancer, sickle 
cell or other diseases,” he 
said. 

“Blood is a perishable 
product. Red blood cells 
have a shelf life of only 42 
days and platelets just five 
days, so they must be 
replenished constantly. 
There simply is no substi¬ 
tute.”

see the same thing every 
time. We do better on the 
85-degree days than the 
100-degree days.” 

Kim Bowman, a nurse 
practitioner at Taylor 
Regional Hospital, said 
the hospital sees an 
increase in heat-related 
services in the summer. 

“We have people who 
want to know the signs 
and symptoms of a heat 
stroke and a few people 
who will come in from 
time to time with those 
symptoms,” she said. 

Those who suspect 
someone has had a heat 
stroke should call 911 
immediately or transport 
the person to the hospital. 
While awaiting medical 
attention, move the per¬ 
son to an air-conditioned 
environment or a cool 
shady area and remove 
any unnecessary cloth¬ 
ing. 

Take the person’s core 
body temperature and 
attempt to cool it to 101 
degrees Fahrenheit. 
Apply ice packs to the 
person’s armpits, groin, 
neck and back or put them 
in a shower or tub of cool 
water. 


Bowman says the sim¬ 
plest way to avoid heat 
stroke is to avoid the 
heat. 

The Taylor County 
Health Department pro¬ 
vided information on heat 
stroke, stating that it is 
the most serious form of 
heat injury. It can cause 
brain damage and dam¬ 
age to other major organs 
and while it mainly affects 
people older than 50, 
young athletes are also at 
risk. 

According to the health 
department, symptoms of 
heat stroke include: 

• Throbbing headache 

• Dizziness and light¬ 
headedness 

• Lack of sweating in 
intense heat 

• Red, hot and dry skin 

• Muscle weakness or 
cramps 

• Nausea and vomiting 

• Rapid heartbeat, which 
may be either strong or 
weak 

• Rapid, shallow breath¬ 
ing 

• Behavioral changes 
such as confusion, disori¬ 
entation or staggering 

• Seizures 

• Unconsciousness
